MOTOR NOTES AND NEWS. 


- 


of the Present Age 
for Owner-drivers. 


The National Roads’ and Motorists’ 
Association of Australia has just intro- 
duced a finishing course of instruction for 
motorists. This course includes tuition in 
driving in traffic, starting and stoppin 
on hills, driving in narrow — an 
reversing, correct he pro sig- 
nalling, double de-clutching, trou le loca- 
tion and the cure, and safety practice. 
May there not be in this a good headline 
for the Automobile Association, the Royal 
Irish Automobile Club, the traffic authori- 
ties or our recently-formed Safety First 
Association to follow? 

The need for such a school of motoring 
in Dublin is beyond question, and its want 
is felt, not only by learners, but by those 
who have been driving cars for a consider- 
able time. While it is true that reput- 
able motor dealers give free lessons to 
purchasers of cars, the instruction gener- 
ally is necessarily of the most superficial 
kind, and the embryo driver, after he has 
been “ taught’’ to drive, knows little 
beyond how to start and stop a car and 
make a very rough, and often damaging, 
attempt at gear-changing, while his steer- 
ing is not only a danger to himself but to 
all other road users. 


A PERSONAL EXPERIENCE, 


In my own case I found that to drive 
and control a car requires at least a 
week's instruction, combined with patience 
and common-sense. When I purchased my 
first car I got from the sellers two lessons, 
each of an hour’s duration; and was then 
left to do the best I could. That was 
not enough. I found it necessary to 
engage the services of a tutor for some 
days to sit beside me while I drove and 
operated the gears. It was then only that 
I was able to venture alone on the less- 
frequented country roads, after a fort- 
night’s experience on which I had suffi- 
cient confidence of entering the city traffic, 
which for the best part of a month proved 
rather exhilarating. 

The establishment of a school of motor- 
ing or a course of tuition on the lines of 
that introduced in Australia would be a 
boon to the learner ; it would tend to more 
careful driving and consequently fewer 
accidents. 


PROFESSOR OF GARAGE DESIGN, 


The announcement made recently of the 
appointment of a Professor of Garage 
Design and Construction by the authorities 
ofthe Techical High School of Charlotten- 
burg, Germany, indicates that that 
ct has not escaped the eyesores 
created by the erection of jerry-built 
structures and shanties used as garages 
dotted all over the countryside. 

We look upon the picturesqueness of our 
country as a very distinct asset, and to 
preserve its beauty ought to be one of the 

rime duties of our local authorities. 
bhianais for garages should not be readily 
granted unless the structures conformed 
to the surrounding amenities of the urban 
and rural districts.

Within the last year or so there has, 
I am glad to see, been a distinct improve 
ment in some of the garages erected in 
and around Dublin, and I can call to mind 
a few of them which are not only good to 
look upon, but good to do business with. 
From these the old hand pumps have dis- 
appeared, and tay of the most modern 
types, sealed by the petrol companies, 
installed which deliver the exact quantity 
of petrol to the purchaser, and unlike 
the old days, the banter is now perfectly 
sure of getting the quantity of petrol he 
pays for. In addition, these establish- 
ments have installed the one w ay entrance 
and departure system, so that cars are 
énabled to get into position for filling up 
with the greatest possible ease. The 

atrons of these establishments are offered 
ba air service, which all motorists 
appreciate ; for not only does this service 
mean the saving of tyre pumping, but

keeps the ‘necessary pressure in the tubes, 
which means longer tyre mileage, greater 
ease of steering, and, consequently, better 
control and safer driving. 


ANOTHER POINT OF VIEW. 


To look at the matter from another 
point of view. To-day the use of the 
motor car has become so general that it 
is becoming almost incumbent on every 
youth and maiden, every man and woman 
to know how to handle a car, for there are 
times, for instance, in the case of accident 
or emergency, when such a knowledge 
may easily prove of the greatest assistance 
to some one in trouble. Another result 
of tuition in car-driving would be that 
families who at present sacrifice he joys 
and service of a car because of the expense 
of employing a driver would no longer be 
faced with such a difficulty. 


SOME DRIVING HINTS. 


In the eantime, there are a few 
suggestions which, if put into regular 
practice by motorists and pedestrians, ;s 
well as cyclists, will make the lot of all 
road-users happier and freer from accident 
and injury. 

At this time of the year congestion on 
our roads and streets is at its greatest, 
and it is the duty of everyone to reduce 
this dazgerous state of traffic as much 
as pos ble. If one is a slow driver, he 
or she ought to keep well over to the 
left of the roadway and make way for 
overtakers without even waiting for their 
signal that they are about to pass out. 
When inviting a apvtrng car to pass 
don’t increase speed, and a id, by every 
means, cutting in. When i your 
way of a Guard who is on point duty or 
an Automvbile patrol don’t put up at a 
crossing—stop at the roadside and walk 
over to him. 

Stopping at bends or at road junctions 
is not only very inconsiderate, but most 
dangerous—when it is necessary to pull 
up, do so at a point well in to the side 
walk, where your car will be the least 
obstruction to traffic. 


WHITE LINES. 


All white lines which are now coming 
into use all over the State are there for 
the benefit and safety of road users. 
Therefore, respect these safe'y aids and 
be sure to take the warning which the 
caution posts and signs erected in the 
vicinity of all cross-roads give to 
travellers. 

Look out for cattle and sheep on 
country roads—it is a very safe practice 
to pull up until they get clear of your 
car. Pass dogs on the roadway as you 
would pedestrians, but, in attempting fo 
save a dog, don’t kill or injure a human 
being. 


SKIDDING IN SUMMER, 


There is one other matter to which I 
would like to call attention. A good deal 
of skidding has taken place since the 
commencement of the fine weather and 
several fatalities have resulted. These 
generally t:‘:e place when rain starts to 
fall. It takes only a very slight shower 
to put the road surfaces into the most 
dangerous of conditions, when any 
sudden jambing on of the brakes means 
a — that may bring misfortune in its 
weke. Consequently, when driving at the 
sipascicineaiinal of, during, or after a 
shower use much caution and reduce 
speed, particularly if following another 
motor car. If ‘it is necessary to slow 
down or pull up altogether, do not brake 
with a jerk, but with a graduated pressure 
of the foot or hand. There are two 
factors which help considerably im 
avoiding skidding—equal tyre pressure 
and correct brake adjustment. At all 
times these are two matters which should 
not be allowed go unheeded. ia

Others will read and re- 
read, and their labour will not be in vain. 
On the strength of this volume we may 
classify Miss Sitwell—for a collected 
edition invites classification—as a minor 
poet, indeed, but a poet of unusual 
delicacy and observation. 
_ The beauties of Miss Sitwell’s work are 
incidental; the faults are structural. She 
loves to turn aside and elaborate an 
image, or linger over the polishing of a 
phrase until it sparkles with a dozen 
facets. of meaning. She can evoke a 
picture in a casual epithet, and startle 
with the grotesque exactitude of a simile. 
We move in her verse through a world 
of impressionistic sunsets, of orangeries 
and citron groves seen through a golden 
haze. It. is all elusive and very modern: 
at times we catch the accents of Miss 
Gertrude Stein in the etching of a land- 
scape, and at times the shadow of Mr. 
T. 8. Eliot’s ‘‘ Waste Land ’’ falls across 
the verse. 

In manner of treatment Miss Sitwell 
recalls the music of Ravel. There is the 
same irony, the same careful chiselling of 
phrase; emotion is suggested, but rarely 
expressed. Only, while Ravel never fails 
to achieve formal perfection within his 
limits, Miss Sitwell constantly is ‘experi- 
menting. From a passage full of over- 
wrought imagery she will glide into a cool 
and delicate lyric that flows without a 
trace of strain. She experiments with 
assonance, with internal rhymes and 
intricate rhyming patterns, with the 
rhythms of modern music, with strophe 
and antistrophe in unrhymed penta- 
meters. There is a curious formal in- 
definiteness for so mature a body of work. 
One feels that Miss Sitwell’s fastidious- 
ness has been her undoing, and has kept 
her from achieving a final mastery of 
technique.

HE life of “Elia” and his sister 
hardly would suggest at first sight 
material suitable for a stage play, yet 
Miss Joan Temple has made of that 
apparently unpromising material one of 
the most attractive plays of the present 
London season. Of course, Miss Temple 
is a skilled writer, as her very successful 
‘The Widow’s Cruise” proved a few 
years ago. Her “Charles and Mary” 
ought to do as much to _ enhance 
her reputation as to make the gentle 
“EHha' better known to theatre 
audiences. Here they will meet Charles 
and Mary Lamb, Samuel Taylor Cole- 
ridge, William Wordsworth, and William 
Godwin, and on them a gentle drama of 
domesticity is based. In three short acts, 
in the Lambs’ lodgings and Godwin’s 
house, the complete tale is told, without 
apparent effort and. with irresistible 
charm. The heroism of ‘ Elia” himself 
makes the play absorbingly interesting, 
while the delightful writing of Miss 
Temple gives a biographical study that is 
entirely creditable to the contemporary 
stage. No stage is quite hopeless where 
such a play as this can find accommoda- 
tion.

h Ré widespread interest in old sport- 
ing prints has been catered for 
admirably by the Studio Press. Under 
the title ‘‘ Famous Sporting Prints,’’ a 
set of volumes has been issued, the most 
recent of which, sixth on the list, is 
“ Boxing.’’ Every volume contains eight 
full-page reproductions of old _ prints 
which few people otherwise would. have 
an opportunity to enjoy. 

In the short space of two pages George 
Kendall has written a crisp little fore- 
word to the collection. “Of the earlier 
fights,” he says, “only a few crude prints 
have came down to us. Happily, however, 
the pitch of excellence of the engravers’ 
art coincided with the best period of 
boxing. Nobody will deny the fine quality 
of Grozer’s stipples and of the aquatints 
by Charles Turrer, Gleadah, and Hunt 
reproduced in this number, though they 
may not record as faithfully as modern 
photography the physique of the boxers 
or the scenes of their great fights, nor can 
anybody fail to remark their superiority 
over the flat and uninteresting lithograph 
which commonly prevailed when the 
popularity of the ring was on the wane.

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AN IMPRESSIONIST POET.|THE STORY OF MONEY. 


OST text books .on economics and 
finance are handicapped ‘from the 
beginning by the refusal of the layman 
to believe that what he terms “ high 
finance ” is other than abstruse and 
obscure. The purpose of Mr. Norman 
Angell’s . newest work is to explain the 
fundamental principles which underly the 
use of money, credit, and banking opera- 
tions. To achieve. this end the author has 
traced the history of coinage, its.relations 
to human society and its influence on 
social organisation since. the device of 
money first was invented by man. 

The Chinese and Egyptian civilisations 

were moneyless because of their stability, 
and the prevalence of a concept of service 
for a common weal. ve gt complexity 
and the decay of modes of life, based on 
the household as a unit, made conditions 
increasingly irksome to the individual. 
The restrictions on 
his liberty, his trade 
and prosperity were 
too evident to. re- 
_main unchallenged. 
The measurement of 
value called for a 
standard which 
would be common to 
an ever widening 
circle of merchants 
and traders. The easy 
taxability of money 
combined to give an 
incentive to Govern- 
ments, ecclesiastical 
and civil, to en- 
courage its introduction. a 

Mr. Angell hesitates to give a definition 
of money itself. He says, “ by. money 
economists usually mean anything that is 
(1) passed from hand to hand in payment 
for commodities and service, and (2) 
regularly was taken with the intention of 
offering it in payment to others, and (3) 
customarily received without assay or 
other special test of quality or quantity, 
and (4) received without reference to our 
reliance upon the personal credit of the 
one who offers it! ’’ ng ca he is at 
his best in the chapters dealing with 
currency systems, credit arrangements, 
banking methods and the complicated 
financial procedures of to-day. The 
sealed book of monetary policy and inter- 
national finance is opened to the general 
reader. The rise or fall of commodity 
ptices and the trend of the world’s gold 
no longer seem a vague chimerical abstrac- 
tion, but are revealed as very real factors 
in the policy of nations and business cor- 
porations. 

From his long experience of the United 
States, Mr. Angell is well able to under- 
stand the trans-Atlantic attitude. The 
hypnotic influence of gold, the failure to 
distinguish it from wealth, the “ mercanti- 
list’’ and bullionist theories were the 
progenitors of the financial theories 
embodied in the Treaty of Versailles and 
the present American protectionist policy. 
Yet there are these comforting words about 
the much feared invasion of American 
capital: ‘‘ Furthermore, if America buys 
us up by investing here, she must not 
damage us unduly. The reason should be 
plain. If American capitalists invest 
in British cinema palaces, hotels, 
restaurants, drug stores, motor car 
factories and electricity plants, the collec- 
tion of dividends thereon involves quite 
inevitably a rather high standard of pros- 
perity. It is not by reducing this country 
to dire poverty that the American owners 
of cinema palaces, hotels and motor car 
factories will make those enterprises pay- 
ing concerns.”’ 

The book is rendered complete by 
chapters on banking history in the 
United States, by Mr. Louis Rasminsky, 
B.A., of the University of Toronto, and 
on the post-war monetary breakdown in 
Central Europe, mainly by Mr. Charles 
Halliman.

HERE is a good deal to be said for 
the diary that is written more than 
ten years afterwards; this Mr. Stephen 
Gwynn frankly states in his introduction 
is the case with Mr. R. H. Kiernan’s 
book.

THE WAY FAMILY.

HE reader who knew nothing of the 
Way family until he made its 
acquaintance here will find this book full 
of interest. To one who has read before 
of Lewis Way’s work for the Jews, it will 
provide fascinating glimpses. into the 
intimate life of that remarkable man. 
From one, William Way, who '' made 
rimes on the way to Hierusalem, whither 
he pilgrimated in 1458,” to Drusilla, 
eldest and unmarried daughter of Lewis 
Way, and still living at the end of the 
nineteenth century, the Ways were 
interesting and delightful people. 

Certainly, as letter writers they 
excelled, and in ‘this virtue even an Eton 
boy of eight upholds the family tradition. 
The things that they remembered from far- 
off childhood were just what they ought to 
have been ; we recall a fold of carpet that 
was thought to be alive, and was called 
Beebo. In those chapters that deal with 
Denham, whose gardens were laid out 
afresh by Capability Brown, of landscape 
a fame, .and where the six 

aughters of Benjamin Way lived in the 
enforced seclusion considered suitable by 
their father, the author has given us a 
delightful picture of quieter times. Youth 
rebelled then, as it always has rebelled, 
against the fetters with which age would 
bind it. “ Tis the Garden of Eden with- 
out ye diversion of ye snake,’’ one of the 
sisters wrote, then fled back to her 
embroidery frame at the sound of her 
father’s shuffling step. 

The romance of Lewis Way’s life story 
would be called far-fetched in a work of 
fiction. His financial worries were 
banished by a totally unexpected legacy 
of £300,000 from an ex-footman, who bore 
the same surname. His sudden decision to 
devote his energies and his fortune to the 
cause of the Jews was brought about by a 
story that afterwards was proved to be a 
myth. 

These chronicles of the Way family. are 
fascinating ; one believes, however, that it 
is to the old portraits of the six young 
sisters at Denham, who languished under 
the autocratic rule of their father, 
‘Squire Grump,”’ that the reader will 
return most often. Mr. Stirling is to be 
congratulated on his book; the Way 
family is to be congratulated on its 
historian.

E learn from the wrapper of this 
remarkable novel that its author 
played an active part in the 1905 


and 1917 revolutions, and suffered imprison- 
ment and exile. During the Great War he 
returned to Russia of his own free will, and 
remained there till 1922, when he was 
banished by the Bolsheviks, and now ‘is hving 
in Paris. 

The house at the corner of ‘‘A Quiet 
Street,” the home of the learned professor 
of ornithology and his wife and grand- 
daughter, forms the nucleus of the story. 

The description of the family life is charm- 
ing, and is full of scenes drawn with much 
delicacy and skill. 

We learn the fate of several of the friends 
who frequented the Sunday musical evenings 
at the professor’s hospitable home; and that 
of the distinguished young artillery officer, 
Captain Stolinkov, who returns home an arm- 
less and legless trunk, utterly dependent cn 
his devoted batman, is a terrible example of 
the ghastly results of war. 

There are haunting pictures of the terrors 
of life in Moscow after the revolution; but 
the book is free from bitterness and cynicism ; 
and the author shows us many examples of 
the kindness and’ unselfishness that existed 
even under the most trying conGiions.

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STRINGENT DISCIPLINE. 
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(By CHAS. L. IRWIN.) 


ODERN yachting is fssociated with 
good sport afloat, combjned with 
social gaiety and brilliancy ashore. To 
tle popular mind it conjures up pictures 
of sunlit stretches of shimmering water, 
across which skim graceful craft, their 
sails a glorious spread of white wings. 
Ripples murmur beneath the prows ; there 
is a creaking of pulleys, the swing of 
ropes, the fresh tang of driven spray. The 
thrill of the moment when the yacht 
heels over as she rounds the winning 
buoy must be experienced; it cannot be 
described. This is all of the essence of a 
sporting pastime. Yet, barely a century 
ago, this very sport was a serious 
business. ‘The ‘‘ cat o’ nine tails’”’ 
menaced yachting crews, and private 
craft rode at anchor armed and accoutred 
like men-o’-war. 

Before the nineteenth century the 
yacht was almost unknown. There is, of 
course, an account of a famous race which 
took place in 1662 between the Merrv 
Monarch’s '“ Jamie,’’ a 25-ton vessel, and 
a Dutch boat sailed by the Duke of 
York. The race started at Greenwich and 
finished at Gravesend, the winner taking 
a prize of £100. As a matter of fact, the 
word “ vacht " had made its entry into 
the English language only two years 
previously, when, in 1660, the Dutch 
presented a yacht to the reigning 
monarch. The word is derived from the 
Dutch word ‘ yacht,”’ meaning “fo 
hurry’ or ‘“‘to hunt.’’ After that, 
Rovalty, or the members of noble families, 
occasionally. used yachts as pleasur 
craft, but this usage at no time developed 
into the dimensions of a sport. Thus, 
before the opening of the last century, 
vachting might be described as non- 
existent. 


THE WATER CLUBS. 


Originally, it seems to have been a 
natural development of deeply-seated, 
patriotic instincts. The sporting element 
was noticeably absent. There was 2 
definitely-expressed wish to augment 
existing naval power. Hence, what were 
then known as “ Water Clubs” (the fore- 
runners. of our present-day yachting 
bodies) were established. Their ships, 
and the mameuvres in which they 
indulged, were largely influenced by the 
conditions of the period; for early in the 
nineteenth century Great Britain was 
continually at war. 

These clubs held ctuises in which all 
members = participated. They _ sailed 
together, and went through various 
nautical exercises, under the command of 
an admiral or commodore, just like a 
fleet of warships. Various evolutions were 
practised; “ie members were keen to 
become experts in signalling, and in 
adroit handling of craft. To excel in 
these two things was the height of every 
vachtsman’s ambition. In addition, the 
chasing of imaginary enemies was a highly 
popular pastime. Continual warfare, and 
the activities (mostly unwelcome) of 
privateersmen, made cruising in company 
advisable for the sake of personal safety. 

At this period yachts were really sea- 
goine cruisers. They were similar in 
design to Navy frigates and brigs; and 
their owners strained every sinew to 
unitate the feats of their naval counter- 
parts, Men-o’-war were copied as closely 
as possible.

yacht. This armed pleasure-cruiser was 
similar in 10-gun brigs of

the Royal Navy—craft which were heartily 


despised by naval men of the time, who 
contemptuously dubbed them ‘ bathing 
machines.”’ 


ACCOMMODATING SEAMEN. 


Discipline on board these yachts was 
as strict as in the Navy itself. In the 
preservation of good order, the use of the 
“cat” was general. ‘The Hamy?s/ 
Telegraph, dated August 5th, 1826, throws 
an illuminating light on ~~ existing 
ditions. Lord Yarborough’s Falcon was 
** manned by 54 choice hands, who ar 
governed in every respect as on board a 
man-o'-war.’’ So obligmg were the sea- 
men of that age that they voluntarily 
consented to the lawful application of the 
'““eat,” and, according to the newspaper, 
“ere the vessel left: Plymouth Sound, al! 
hands cordiatly paper setting 
forth the usefulness of a flogging in 
cases of extremity.’’ None can doubt the 
fine public spirit of these fellows, because

close during the first half of the nine- 
teenth century. lt was quite a usual 
thing for permission to be sought to sail 
with a squadron of the fleet, the craft 
placing themselves under Admiralty 
orders for the duration of the cruise. This 
Was rigorously insisted upon, as the 
following incident shows. 

In 1809 Sir. William Curtis, then an 
alderman of lLondon, wrote to Mr. 
Percival, then Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, for permission to sail with 
the fleet. The Chancellor replied that. 
as a friend, he did not like to refuse, but 
as Chancellor he could not write upon the 
subject to the Admiralty unless the alder- 
man put his vessel under their orders, 
To this the alderman cordially agreed, 
and appears to have been quite satisfied. 


A SIGNAL MISINTERPRETED, 


In spite of the disciplinary conditions 
existing, amusing mistakes sometimes 
occurred, In 1831, for instance, a 
squadron of thirty-three sail set out for 
Cherbourg, sailing in two lines. When 
some little distance out, the wind 
freshened, and continued to blow larder 
as the afternoon advanced, so that even 
the most inexperienced could not fail to 
notice that a fe blowing good and 
hard, was rapidly coming up. Some of 
the yachts had ladies aboard who were 
beginning to wish they had remained on 
terra firma, These members of the 
squsdron signalled the commodore for 
permission to anchor; in order to spare 
their fair passengers as much as possible. 
The reply was signalled back: “ Anchor 
when you please and where most 
convenient.’’ This was interpreted as a 
general order by practically the whole 
squadron, and the result was that nearly 
the whole fleet ran in under the land, 
leaving the commodore and a few of his 
immediate partners to bear the full brunt 
of the coming gale. The entire squadron 
was thus dispersed, much to the mortifica- 
tion of the commodore, who, probably, 
would have loved to court-martial every 
man-jack of them had he been able.

The Animals’ Patron. 


Saint Anthony of Padua, whose festival 
occurs to-day, is generally known as 
the patron saint of animals.

At last the 
saint grew weary of his scoffing and, turn- 
ing to a nearby fountain, he caused the 
fishes to raise their heads out of the water 
and listen to his words of wisdom, He 
lived the life of an ascetic, and died while 
yet a young man in the year 1251.

It is customary to pay twenty shillings 
per annum for the privilege of using a 
for the purpose of watering one’s 
garden.

Iie employed a plumber to join the bath 
waste-pipe to the down-spout by means of 
a water-ticht joint. Near the foot of the 
down-pipe he had a brass tap inserted in 
the metal, and he alao made a wooden 
plus that fits into the bottom end of the 
down-pipe. When he wishes to water his 
garden he inserts the plug, withdraws: the 
stopper in the bath, and, after attaching 
a hose to the brass tap, he finds that he 
sets a sufficient head of water to throw 
a yet for twenty feet. Thus 
legitimately avoid paying for using a hose, 
and at the same. time does his duty as a 
citiven in preventing the waste of water 
daring drought.

Froth ‘Blowers. 


At this season of the year many plants 
aequire little masses of froth that are 
commonly called ** cuckoo-spit.’’ It is 
not, however, a cuckoo that makes the 
froth, but a little insect called a frog- 
hopper which may be found in the midst 
of the bubbles. This insect possesses a 
hollow needle-like structure in its head, 
and by mean of this tube it sucks the 
juices of plants on which it feeds. It has 
also in its body an aperture which 
exudes a sticky substance that forms the 
mass of bubbles. ‘This froth serves several 
purposes. It protects the insect from the 
heat of the sun, from rain, and from the 
attacks of birds. Unfortunately for the 
little frog-hopper. its house of bubbles also 
indicates its presence to the gardener who 
dislikes to see his flowers dish ured,

In Bateman’s “ Great Landowners,” a 
book published about thirty years ago, it 
is stated that among Lord Dunsany’s Irish 
possessions was a field adjacent to Kil- 
messan Station, which is remarkable for 
its fata: effects on all live-stock.

BELFAST, Thursday. 

Hopes are still high in Belfast that the 
city before long will be a great air-port, 
since the movement has received a fillip 
from the recent official opening by Prince 
George of the municipal aerodrome at 
Bristol. Advocates of the scheme point out 
that in many of the ayer gar English 
industrial centres air-ports and aerodromes 
have been established, and apart from 
places in which privately-owned aero- 
dromes exist, the municipal authorities in 
twenty-two towns have either purchased, 
or are negotiating for the purchase of aero- 
drome sites; five more have reserved sites 
in their town-planning schemes, and 
seventy-six are considering the provision 
of sites. 

The ratepayers of Belfast are blamed for 
rejecting the proposals of the Corporation 
in connection with an aerodrome at the 
harbour, but it should be remembered 
that the suggestion was simply to 
subsidise a British flying company to the 
extent of £200 per annum, and not to 
acquire flying grounds for the city. It will 
also be recalled that the Belfast Corpora- 
tion planned an aerodrome of its own at 
Malone, and spent thousands of pounds 
on it; but it was a failure. 

Everyone wants the city to become an 
air-port, but the Chamber of Commerce is 
the only body that has come forward with 
an offer of financial help—to the extent of 
£50 yearly, for a limited period—and the 
Government’s coffers are too low to bear 
any additional drain. j 


DOGS ON THE BORDER. 


A new border problem has arisen, with 
an amusing aspect. It concerns all dogs 
which wander about the dividing line, and 
spend their time either worrying a 
Northern bone or chasing a Southern 
rabbit. In future, such dogs will have 
to restrain their fancies and keep to their 
own patch of ground, if their owners are 
not to be mulcted im costs. At present 
this applies only to the Northern area, as 
dogs from the North, apparently, can 


roam about the Southern side of the border 


with impunity. 

This new aspect of the border difficulty 
was presented at Strabane this week, when 
an Ulsterman was prosecuted before the 
local magistrates for being in possession 
of an unlicensed dog. The defendant 
explained that the animal belonged to his 
brother, who resided across the border, in 
the Free State. The two brothers went 
shooting together, and the dog, when the 
days sport was over, followed the 
Northerner home, but subsequently re- 
turned to his kennel in the Free State. 
The police admitted that the dog spent 
part of its time in the Free State, and 
part in the Northern area, and the Bench 
thereupon fined the defendant one penny 
and ordered him to take out a licence, the 
chairman commenting that the animal 
could then reside on whichever side of the 
border it fancied. 


THE WORKLESS. 


Northern politicians are never weary of 
drawing attention to the rising tide of 
unemployment in Great Britain, although 
they would be better engaged in en- 
deavouring to reduce the army of workless 
in their own area. Unhappily, the clouds 
of depression still lie heavily both on in- 
dustry and agriculture, and the signs of 
the times do not indicate that they will 
soon disperse. The figures issued by the 
Northern Ministry of Labour for the week 
ended 2nd inst. show that the total num- 
ber of persons ‘seeking employment 
through the exchanges in Northern 
lreland has increased by 1,129 over that 
for the previous week, the rise being said 
to be due to laek of employment for short- 
time workers in the linen imdustry. The 
total given is 54,310, which is higher in 
proportion to the population than the 
figures of Great Britain, and the official 
figures do not disclose the full extent of 
unemployment. 

At the monthly meeting of the Belfast 
Local Employment Committee it was re- 
ported that on May 26th there had been a 
decrease of 2,180 in the number of persons 
wholly unemployed since the previous 
statement, these comprising 520 men and 


1,860 women. Work, however, had nog 
been found for these people. It was ex. 
plained that the reported decrease was 
chiefly due to the fact that a large n im 
ber of the claims for benefit which had 
been lodged under the new Act had 1,

He had 
been reared in the Pett home, had been 
treated by Sylvia as a useful brother, had 
been the mainstay of the troupe, and had 
come to success in London. Success, 
however, had nothing in it without Sylvia, 
and only with his Columbine could Pierrot 
be truly happy.

Mr, DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said that 
the Minister would have to say whether he 
was definitely opposed to the proposal for the 
establishment of a National Housing Board.

THE BUILDING INDUSTRY. 

What we have done through the subsidy 
amú (continued the Minister) has been to 
eep the building industry moving, and to 
ut it on its feet, and it is for the building 
industry on one side, and the people wlio 
give serious thought to the housing problem 
on the other, to say whether the building 
industry is ever going to be a normal] indus- 
try in this country. 

The Minister went on to say that if the 
Government took over the whole of the pro 
vision of the present housing shortage tley 
would be taking on the whole of the build- 
ing operations throughout the country, and 
until it was shown in a clearer manner that 
the industry had collapsed it would not be 
part of the policy of the Government to 
plunge along the Socialisation policy sug- 
gested by Fianna Fail and Labour Deputies, 
or to adopt their motto of “ Scrap the specu- 
lative builder.”’ 

The Government was doing everything pos 
sible to enable the local authorities to react 
to the situation, and do as much as they felt 
they were driven to do by building accord- 
ing to their financial resources. There were 
local authorities who had done a consider- 
able amouut, and others who had not, and 
it would be interesting to examine why 
some bodies did not respond to the needs oi 
their areas, and take advantage of the faci- 
lities provided for financing schemes. ‘Tlie 
Government could not Bass out. to do more 
than they were doing at the moment 

STATE LOANS TO PURCHASERS. 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said that 
if the Government gave loans instead of sub- 
sidies it would be the best way of dealiug 
with the question, because a great deal of 
the delay in building was due to the fact 
that people could not find the money to buy 
houses. He hoped that the Government would 
consider this suggestion. He thought that 
the Government should: work in with the 
Irish Insurance companies so that they would 
be in a better way to compete with enormous 
English companies, By doing so they would 
be assisting the courtry in two ways—assist- 
ing the person who wanted to buy a house 
to get an initial loan, and at the same time 
encouraging people te insure with Irish com- 
panies and keep the money in the country. 

Mr. BLYTHF said that a problem existed 
in every country with regard to providing 
houses for those who were in a position of 
considerable econemic distress, and could not 
afford to pay anything like a reasonable rent 
at all. at was a position which no housing 
scheme could solve.

SCHOOL MEALS IN 
THE GAELTACHT 


——— mas 
TO BE PROVIDED FROM NEXT 
OCTOBER. 


In moving the second reading -of the 
School Meals (Gaeltacht) Bill. 

Mr. LYNCH, Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries, said that this bill proposed to 
carry out one of the recommendations of the 
Gaeltacht Commission by extending to cer- 
tain portions of the Gaeltacht provisions of 
the early Acts relating to meals for school 
children, which hitherto applied only to 
urban areas. 

The Gaeltacht Commission recommended 
that provision should he made to give a free 
meal, without distinction, in those districts 
where the children had to travel the longest 
and most exposed distances to school. After 
very careful consideration by officers who 
knew the Gaeltacht the oill was framed to 
include the districts in which the conditions 
of the people were the worst. 

It would be more agreeable to him to bring 
in a bill to cover the whole of the 
Gaeltacht, but there were strong grounds 
against such a course which might well defeat 
the purpose of the bill. They had to remem. 
ber that the principle of public assistance to 
school children in the form of school meals 
Was not vet conceded elsewhere in the 
country, and, in addition, there were many 
portions of the Gaeltacht where the conditions 
of the people were just as good as in portions 
of the Galltacht. 

The success of the measure would depend 
upon the good-will of the County Councils and 
Boards of Health. They would have to look 
after the arrangements and bear half the 
cost, A sum of £10.000 would he Par- 
marked for Boards of Health and Councils, 
and the measure would come into operation on 
the Ist October. 

EMULATING OLIVER TWIST. 

Mr. O'REILLY (F.F.. Kerry) thought that 
it was too much to ask the people to pav 
one-half of the cost of the bill. The Govern. 
ment should at least pay two-thirds. He did 
not think that proper discretion had been 
exercised in the selection of the electoral 
divisions. 

Mr. MONGAN (Govt., Galway) welcomed 
the bill, and said that it contained proposals 
which would have the support of everybody 
in the country. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE (F.F., Mayo N.) said 
that the Minister had not been over-generous 
in the bill. A large number of districts which 
were Irish-speaking had been excluded from 
the overation of the hill, and they were in 
as bad a condition as the areas included. He 
hoped that the Minister would make provision 
for these areas. 

Mr. LAW (Govt., Donegal) said that the 
bill appeared to be a necessary corollary 
to the School Attendance Act, and he wel- 
comed it. He would like to know if the 
bill intended that. all children in the 
scheduled areas should be provided with 
menxls, because this would impose a very 
urnecessary charge upon their funds. He 
asked the Minister io consider an enlarge- 
ment of the scheme. 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin N.), speak- 
ing in Irish, said that the bill, so far as 
it went, was good enough, but he was afraid 
that it would not be put into operation by 
the various boards. He suggested that 
the Minister might be empowered to en- 
force its operation. In certain poor dis- 
tricts the boards might not put it into 
operation because of the ineréase in rates 
thet it would involve, 

Dr. TURBRIDY (F.F., Galway) said that

POSITION UNDER THE NEW 

SCHEME. 

On the report stage of the Vocational 
Education Bill, 

Professor O'SULLIVAN, Minister for 
Education, proposed a number of amendments 
of a draiting nature, which were agreed to. 

An amendment by Mr. EVERETT (Labour, 
Wicklow), to include Bray Urban District 
in the first schedule, was moved by Mr. 
DOYLE (Labour, Carlow-Kilkenny). 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow), in support- 
ing the amendment, said that if the Town 
of Bray were merged in the county it would 
mean that a great dea! of the enthusiasm that 
at present existed would be lost, since the 
tcwn would be entitled to only two repre- 
senlatives on the committee. 

Mr. FAHY (¥.F., Galway) said that he had 
noticed a jetter in the Frees from the Tralee 
Technical Committee, in which they stated 
that when ama:gamated with the County 
Council their income would be cut down from 
about £4,000 to £900. If that was true, of 
course, the Tralee Technical Committee would 
be very hard hit. 

Professor O'SULLIVAN said that there 
was no ground for the fears expressed by the 
Tralee Committee. He had made it clear pre- 
viously that it was not proposed to interfere 
with the present grants, and that the fifty: 
fifty proposition was not to be applied to 
them. With regard to Bray, the situation 
there, as well as in Tipperary, was excep- 
tional, and would be difficult to deal with, 
If a definite proposition were put up it might 
be embodied in a Senate amendment. 

The amendment was withdrawn, and the 
bill passed through its remaining stages, 


CURRENCY COMMISSION'S 
INVESTMENTS, 


In moving the second reading of the 
Currency (Amendment) Bill—which was agreed 
to—Mr. BLYTHE said that the most im- 
portant section of the bill was Section 2, 
which proposed to widen the powers of the 
Currency Commission with regard to securi- 
ties in which they could invest. An amend. 
ment carried in the Senate to the principal 
bili limited the British Government securities 
in which the Commissioners could invest to 
securities maturing within twelve months. 
The Banking Commission did not recommend 
any such limitation. Certainly, from the 
point of view of earning powers of the fund, it 
was a matter of some importance that the 
Currency Commission should have a wider 
choice. It was also proposed in the present 
bill to enable the Commission to invest in 
securities of the United States.

PAYMENT OF RATES ON THE 
WORKS. 


On the Committee stage of the Electricity 
(Supply) (Amendment) Bill, 1930, 

Mr. McGILLIGAN. Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, moved an amendment, which 
was agreed to, making sure that any money 
expended on the execution of works under 
Section 3 of the bill shall count as part of 
the money for which the Board will be ljable, 
and such works shall not be Shannon works 
within the meaning of the principal Act. 

Mr. HOGAN (Labour, Clare) moved an 
amendment, the purpose of which was to 
repeal Section 96 of the principal Act (1927), 
which exempted the Shannon works from 
assessment for poor rate and other rates 
struck by the local authority. He said that 
the Minister had failed to take the oppor- 
tunity to remove an injustice on the Clare 
ratepayers, who would lose in revenue £600 
per year. They got no advantage from the 
Shannon Works in County Clare, but lost a 
considerable amount in valuation and rates. 
The users of electricity in the County Clare 
got no advantage whatever from their 
proximity to the works, and, as a matter of 
fact, the user in Dublin on a valuation of 
£18 got his electricity cheaper unit for unit 
than the user in Ennis on a £6 valuation. 

Mr. DE VALERA (Fianna Fail, Clare), in 
supporting the amendment, said that he could 
see no justification for the exemption of the 
Shannon works from rates. 


IMAGINATIVE LOSSES. 


Mr. MeceGILLIGAN said that it was 
ridiculous for Deputy Hogan to compare 
prices of electricity in Clare and in Dublin. 
Taking the deputv’s statement that the users 
of electricity 'n Clare got no advantage, he 
would like to find any man in Clare who was 
paying more for electricity or as much for 
electricity as he was paying a year ago. 

On the question of valuation, why should 
Clare ratepayers be put on an equality with 
Dublin’ Obviously, valuation in a country 
district was quite different to the valuation of 
a big city. There were a whole lot of 
imaginative losses, but the most deputies 
could make of them was £600. That was the 
height of the loss, while the amendment pro- 
posed to give Clare about £50,000. 

Continuing, he said that Deputy de Valera 
did not understand the distinction between 
new buildings and acquired buildings. The 
Dail in 1927 agreed that in the interests of 
electrical development new property into 
which the State was putting about five 
million pounds should be exempted from 
rates, electrical development being regarded 
as a necessity for this country. That was the 
EN he was proceeding upon in this bill, 

hey were simply following the ordinary 
Local Government procedure, that for a period 
of years new buildings were to be exempt 
from rates. 


A SUBSIDY FROM CLARE. 

Mr. de VALERA said that the Minister was 
definitely mixing up two things—the question 
of new works and the definite loss that Clare 
sustained. What was really happening was 
that Clare was subsidising the rest of the 
country to the extent of that sum, and it was 
not fair. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that it could be 
clearly stated that County Clare was 
benefiting greatly by reason of the prevention 
of flooding. The county had got money 
expended which had been paid by people all 
over the country. Counties Limerick and 
Clare in three years had got at least one 
hundred times this £400, 

The amendment was defeated by 60 votes to 
56, and the committee stage was passed. 


FIRST READING. 

A first reading was given to a bill to 
extend the limit of time imposed by the Trade 
Loans (Guarantee) Amendment Act, 1929, on 
the giving of guarantees, and the making of 
loans under the Act of 1924, and to enable 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce to 
limit the time within which applications for 
such guarantees and such loans may be made.

KELP INDUSTRY ON 
WEST COAST. 


GOVERNMENT'S SCHEME 
OF MARKETING, | 


Immediately following the recent vote in 
the Dail for the co-operative marketing by 
the Department of Lands and Fisheries oi the 
kelp output of the West Coast, the Mimster 
for Lands and Fisheries set in motion the 
ciganisation for the carrying out of the 
scneme, which had previousiy been very 
thoroughly and carefully prepared. 

The ist of agents appointed in the different 
cetitres along the coast and the approximate 
dates for the reception of the kelp, se far as 
arranged, are given below. 


THE SCHEME IN OPERATION, 
At those points where the scheme has 
already come into operation it has been well 
received and supported by the makers of the 
kelp, who are bringing in their supplies to 
the Department's agents. A staff of specially 
trained chemists is carrying out the analyses, 
and providing each of the sellers with a 
docket showing the iodine content of his kelp. 
These dockets, which tor the first time afford 
him independent intormation as to the value 
of his commodity, are evoking very great 
interest and are giving much satisiaction. 
The advances which the Department's 
agents are authorised to make on these re- 
sults are also highly satisfactory to the kelp 
makers, particularly as they carry with them 
the prospect of a subsequent further pay- 


ment. 

MORE SECURITY. 
The scheme has introduced into the industry 
a new feeling of greater security, and more 
equitable dealing as between the buyer and 
seller. 

The success of this scheme, which is the 
first co-operative ettort in the Gaeltacht in- 
troduced under the wgis of the Minister, is 
the more gratifying in that it portends well 
for the success of other co-operative move- 
ments for the economic improvement of the 
Gaeltacht which the Minister has _ fore- 
shadowed.

VISIT TO ALBERT 
COLLEGE.

When receiving a party representing the 
Kast Limerick Cow-testing ‘Associations at 
the Albert College Farm, Glasnevin, yester- 
day, Professor Drew stated that it was only 
by keeping in touch with practical farmers 
and so learning their difficulties and 
problems that they could hope to keep their 
experiments and research work on the proper 
lines. : 

The party was headed by Mr. M. Gleeson, 
Agricultural Instructor, and, having wel- 
comed them on behalf of the College author- 
ties, Professor Drew outlined the educational 
and research work which was being carried 
out, 

The dairy. Shorthorn herd was then in- 
spected. This herd includes cows which have 
given as much as 1,730 gallons in 45 weeks, 
while the average yield is 1,100 gallons. The 
visitors were impressed not only with the 
heavy yields, but also with the dual purpose 
character of the animals. ‘The foundation 
cows were bought in the open market, and 
the younger animais were all bred at the 
College Farm. It was explained that these 
cows are utilised for experimental work in 
the breeding, feeding and management of 
dairy cattle. 
cows seen by the County Limerick visitors 
were some promising two-year-old and year- 
ling heifers and this year’s crop of calves. 

Subsequently the party saw a Gascoigne 
milking plant in operation and seemed well 
satisfied with its work on the well-groomed 
cows.

Mr. M. Caffrey. of the Plant Breeding 
Division, conducted the party over a number 
of experimental plots and explained that 
they were trving to produce better varieties 
of agricultural crops than they had at present, 
both in yield and quality. They were con- 
centrating on cereal crops such as wheat, 
oats and barley, and had quite a number of 
these varieties distributed over the country. 
Attention was specially drawn to the new 
white winter oat, Fluirse; the promising 
spring oat, Failte, which combines the good 
qualities of Victory Il. and Black Tartary, 
and Glasnevin Sonas. ' 

Keen interest was taken in the poultry 
department, where Miss Shiel pointed out the 
advantages of keeping poultry m a large new- 
type drop shutter house, facing south, which 
allows the sunlight to stream in through its

Lost Opportunities. 


Mr. C. B. Cochran’s views on the future 
f the films, as they are reported in the 
Daily Telegraph, ccntain a certain 
amount of sound sense, but reveal a sur- 
prising lack of vision. This eminent 
impresario maintains that no organisation, 
or union of organisations, can turn out 
sufficient films ‘‘ with the requisite 
universal appeal to humanity ” to give 
America a monopoly in the film world. 
To those who are weary of the endless pro- 
cession of banalities that emanates from 
Los Angeles Mr. Cochran’s faith extends 
a little hope that is disappointed imme- 
diately by his neglect to announce from 
what quarter the American monopoly will 
be assailed. Before the noisy film arrived 
to check the normal development of the 
art, there was some prospect of effective 
rivalry. Russia and Germany were pro- 
ducing works of art from their studios. 
These, admittedly, were on too high a 
level to appeal to the masses, but the 
popular mind might have been educated 
up to them in time if the conquering 
advent of the ‘‘ talkies’’ had not spoiled 
their market. France has turned out a 
few good films, and it is from this quarter, 
if from any, that competition will arise. 
England has wasted her opportunities. It 
has been customary to laud the products 
of Elstre: at the expense of Hollywood ; 
but the number of worthy films that Eng- 
land has produced fail to justify the 
praise. With a few notable exceptions, 
English films have been modelled slavishly 
on the American canon. In photography 
and production they have been inferior 
not only to the best, but to the average, 
Californian work ; and even inthe specious 
matter of good looks few English “i stars ”’ 
can hold a candle to the ordinary Holly- 
wood ‘‘ super.’’ England’s film industry, 
we grant, is far from rich; yet its plea 
of poverty is not enough to explain this 
marked inferiority. Elstree has done 
something to redeem itself lately by a few 
excellent talking films—sufficient to pro- 
vide a pleasant tonal contrast, but little, 
if any, better than twenty or thirty pro- 
duced in the United States, and far too 
few to challenge Hollywood’s dominance.

Lifeboats. 


The year 1929, says the annual report 
of the Royal National Lifeboat Associa- 
tion, was “ remarkable for the frequency 
and intensity—unequalled during the 
present century—of the gales ' that swept 
British coasts during its last three 
months.. Within this grim period the 
Institution’s boats seldom had time to 
relax. In 92 days there were 139 
launches, 140 lives were rescued, and 13 
vessels were helped to safety. In the 
course of the whole year lifeboats and 
shore-boats saved 363 hives and 32 vessels. 
Among the three outstanding rescues of 
the year Ireland can boast that her sons 
are responsible for one. We refer to that 
of the schooner Mountblairy, which was 
driven ashore near Rosslare Harbour in 
the month of October. On this occasion, 
as a result of superb handling, the local 
lifeboat contrived to deliver the five 
members of the schooner’s crew, and 
returned safely through pitchy darkness 
and tremendous seas. This rescue was 
but the most dangerous of seven services 
which the Rosslare Harbour lifeboat 
carried out in a single month ; for during 
that time she went to the help of ten 
vessels, rescued twenty-nine lives, and 
saved five fishing boats from destruction. 
Where a country’s coasts are indented so 
deeply as those of Ireland, and harassed 
so cruelly by heavy seas, there are con- 
stant calls upon its life-saving institutions, 
The lifeboat crews perform a hazardous 
and well-nigh unceasing function and 
deserve the thanks and support of a 
humane nation. Not less worthy is a 
comparatively unfamiliar institution, the 
Free State Coast Live-Saving Service, 
which has done a great deal of noble 
work,

another.

The Unemployment Situation.

It is always either a feast or a famine 
in the Dail. On Wednesday Leinster 
House was searched from end to end for 
a single seedling vegetable marrow, 
in vain. Youeukic seedling vegetable 
marrows abounded, in little red pots, and 
were to be seen even in the quarters of 
the Government Party, though few knew 
from whence they had suddenly appeared. 
While it would be an exaggeration to say 
that the lobbies and corridors were banked 
high with the adolescent foliage of this 
strictly utilitarian vegetable, yet there 
was no need for any marrow fancier to go 
empty away. 

Meanwhile the deputies talked of 
houses ; for the Housing Bill was passing 
through its second stage. Now, houses 
form a prosaic subject for a debate; yet 
they have this advantage over topics such 
as Dr. O’Dowd’s sphygmometer or Dr. 
Ryan’s warble fly, that everybody knows 
something about them. 

Deputy Lemass spoke enviously of grand 
‘housing schemes which they have in 
Vienna, and Deputy Davin spoke of Mr. 
Vincent Rice. He spoke at incredible 
speed, so that the pencils of the short- 
hand reporters spluttered, and almost 
became red hot, as they scribbled frantic- 
ally in his wordy wake. It is possible 
that Deputy Rice would also ‘ave 
spluttered and grown almost red hot had 
he been present to hear the speech of the 
Labour deputy. 


A MATTER OF MONEY. 


“We are not in the Garden of Eden, 
as some deputies seem. to think,” said 
the Minister for Local Government, with 
his mind possibly running on vegetable 
marrows. 

“They would want no houses there.” 
commented Deputy Fahy, and more than 
one deputy smiled as he followed the 
train of thought suggested by this remark. 

‘‘ Labour and Fianna Fail must sweat 
their brains a lot more than they have 
done,’’ continued Mr. Mulcahy; but he 
was alluding to the drafting of housing 
bills and not to the £360 a year 
‘* expenses.’’ 

Shortly after this, Mr. Mulcahy left the 
House, and Mr. Little asked the Speaker 
whether it was proposed to continue the 
discussion in his absence. He was very 
dissatisfied when told that the Minister 
for Finance would reply. Although 
obviously unwilling to cast his arls 
before an attenuated audience, Mr. Little 
explained that if more people had money 
to buy houses, then the builders would 
build more houses. Mr. M. V. Henessy 
dissected a house and carefully explained 
what each several brick and slate and 
layer of mortar cost. All the speakers, 
however, were very much aware of the 
master builder, Mr. John Good, and their 
references to him suggested that they felt 
that “ he knows about it all; he knows, 
he knows.’’ 


REPETITION RULED OUT. 

The School Meals (Gaeltacht) Bill 
followed, and Deputy Tubridy, having 
made a speech in Irish, attempted 
to repeat it in English, but the 
Speaker said, ‘“‘ You have repeated 
all that before” The deputy made 
determined attempts to circumvent this 
decision, apparently feeling there might 
be those among his hearers who had 
not grasped the full significance of his 
previous remarks. He wanted “a sort 
of a little kitchen attached to the 
schools.’’ 

Deputy J. J. Doyle objected to this 
partition. Why should the little Gael be 
catered for while his English-speaking 
fellow-countryman was not? There might 
be divers tongues, but the language of the 
stomach is the same the whole world over.

BUKHAREST, Thursday. 

The Official Monitor publishes the 
following cOmmuniqué, under the heading 
of “ The Royal Court ” :— 

“By vote of Parliament, which 
annulled all the Acts promulgated on 
January 4, 1926, the King enters into the 
rights which he had before this date, and, 
in view of the fact that his marriage was 
dissolved subsequently, the King 
authorises Her Royal Highness Princess 
Helen to bear the title of Her Majesty.” 

The argument on which the official 
decree proclaiming Princess’ Helen as 
(Jueen is based appears to be as follows :— 

The National Assembly annulled all 
proceedings and laws affecting the King’s 
personal status, and restored all his 
rights as from the day of the decease of 
the late King Ferdinand. The decisions 
of the National Assembly having retro- 
active effect, this retroactivity has also 
been applied to King Carol’s marriage, 
which was not dissolved on the day of 
the death of the previous ruler. Conse- 
quently, it is considered that the divorce 
need not be legally annulled ; it simply is 
not taken into account. 


AWARD OF HONOURS. 

On the occasion of his accession, liing 
Carol has awarded various decorations. 

(Jueen Marie receives the Collar of the 
Order of Ferdinand I., an Order which 
commemorates the establishment of a 
united Rumania, and is awarded only to 
persons who have contributed in some 


| striking manner to the national welfare 


and unity of the country. 

Dr. Maniu, the ex-Prime Minister, also 
receives the Collar of the Order, and the 
Grand Cross has been awarded to tho 
former Prime Minister, M. Vaida Voevod, 
and to the President of the Chamber of 
Deputies, M. Pop.

MALTA, Thursday. 

Far from getting easier, the politico- 
religious question situation is becom- 
ing more intense every day, and 
reports from the country show that 
the clergy are actively fighting 
against what they call the “ anti- 
religious policy’’ of the Government, 
whilst the vigorous campaign in the 
Curia’s organ continues unabated. This 
organ recently warned its readers “ that 
the past is nothing; the big things are yet 
to come.’’ A so-called religious paper has 
not spared even St. Edward’s Catholic 
College, which was founded by Lady 
Strickland, and of which Cardinal Bourne 
and Archbishop Caruana are trustees. 

The Nationalist papers — English, 
Italian and Maltese—enjoy unbridled 
licence in their anti-Government 
onslaughts, whilst the Governor personally 
is subjected to vitriolic attacks, the papers 
even accusing him of furthering an anti- 
religious campaign in Malta. 


GOVERNOR ATTACKED. 

The English Nationalist organ writes :— 
‘* Strickland has offered the Governor the 
leadership of an anti-religious campaign 
in Malta, and it has been accepted by the 
Governor with great willingness by a 
public act which will remain registered 
in the annals of British rule in Malta, as 
a most glaring instance of an alliance of 
local and imperial authority with anti- 
Catholicism. ’’ 

And again—‘‘ We know that the 
Governor is a Protestant, but we have 
always taken it for granted that the 
Governor would never allow his Pro- 
testantism to manifest itself in outward 
acts of hostility to the Church to which 
the whole nation belongs.’’ 

The Bishop’s protests to the Governor 
are being exploited, especially the attacks 
.on the police, who, eye-witnesses agree, 
afforded every protection last Sunday 
during the collision between Government 
supporters and Nationalists. 


NATIONALIST ACTIVITY. 

Whilst Lord Strickland, who is un- 
able to defend himself in his own 
papers, or those of his supporters, 
or even in the independent Press, 
is attacked, the Archbishop continues to 
visit his parishes, holding Confirmation 
Services, and on Sunday he’ is expected 
to hold a ceremony at Valletta. 

The Nationalists have circularised all 
their supporters throughout Malta to send 
as many adherents as possible to Valletta 
on Sunday afternoon. Preachers, from 
the pulpits of country churches, are ex- 
horting the faithful to organise demon- 
strations when the Archbishop visits them. 

In the face of all this, the Government 
Press is unable to raise its voice for fear 
of incurring the condemnation of the 
Church. 

The temper of the people is uncertain, 
and if steps are not taken to cope with 
the situation, there is reason to fear that 
the gathering storm may break before 
long.

The King has approved the appointment 
of Mr. Harry Charles Luke, C.M.G., Chief 
Secretary, Palestine, to be Lieutenant- 
Governor of Malta, in succession to Sir 
Thomas Best, K.B.F., C.M.G., who has 
been appointed Governor of the Wind- 
ward Islands. : 

Mr. Harry Luke has been Chief Secre- 
tary of the Government of Palestine since 
1928. He entered the Colonial Service in 
1908 as Private Secretary and Aide-de- 
Camp to the Governor of Sierra Leone. 
He has served in Barbados and Cyprus. 
During the Great War he was Lieutenant- 
Commander and Acting Commander in the 
se. bá Naval Volunteer Reserve, and saw 
service on the Syrian coast before he 
joined the staffs of Admiral Wemyss and 
Admiral Christian in the Dardanelles. 
After the war he became Political Officer 
to Admiral of the Fleet Sir J. de Robeck 
in Constantinople and the Black Sea, and 
then was successively British Chief Com- 
missioner in Georgia, Armenia and 
Averbaijan; Assistant-Governor of Jeru- 
salem, and Colonial Secretary of Sierra 
Leone. He has published many books,

HYDROPLANE TO 
THE RESCUE. 


ATLANTIC FLIGHT 
TO-MORROW

A MOTH aeroplane, in which 
were Mr. W. C. Sutcliffe, an 
Englishman, and Mr. James Gleeson, 
of Killaloe, was forced down in 
Lough Derg yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Cyril Gleeson, of Tinarara, 
Killaloe, the owner of the aeroplane, 
was on the lough in a hydroplane at 
the time, and succeeded in rescuing 
the two occupants of the Moth. 

A decision reached yesterday to 
start the flight of the Southern Cross 
to New York to-day was later 
countermanded. The airmen hope 
to get away to-morrow’ morning. 


A D.H. Moth light aeroplane, owned 
by Mr Cyril Gleeson, of Tinavara, 
Killaloe, while circling over Lough Derg 
yesterday afternoon, was forced to alight 
on the water. The accident occurred at 
Portroe, about six miles from Killaloe. 

At the time of the mishap the machine 
was being piloted by Mr. W. C. Sutcliffe, 
a brother of Mr. Herbert Sutcliffe, the 
well-known English cricketer, who has 
been teaching Mr. Gleeson to fly the 
machine. He had as passenger Mr. James 
Gleeson, brother of the owner of the aero- 
plane. 

ENGINE FAILS. 

It appears that the Moth was circling 
over a hydroplane driven by Mr. Cyril 
Gleeson, which was also on the lough, 
when the engine failed, compelling the 
pilot to come down. This he accomplished 
by making what is known as a “ pancake ”' 
landing, without injury to himself or his 
passenger. ' 

Mr. Cyril Gleeson, observing the diffi- 
culty in which the occupants of the 
aeroplane were—the machine was almost 
submerged—went to their assistance, and 
rescued them in the hydroplane. 

The wings and propeller of the Moth 
were damaged, and it was later towed 
ashore at Castlelough. 

As soon as the accident was reported 
two tenders were despatched from Bal- 
donnel to Portroe with a “crash party” 
and the necessary gear for salvaging the 
machine. 

The damaged ‘plane, it is understood, 
will be dismantled and sent to the De 
Havilland Company, the makers, for re- 
construction. 


FLIGHT FROM ENGLAND. 

Mr. Cyril Gleeson is a wealthy farmer. 
He also has a second residence near Bir- 
mingham. He is a member of the Midlands 
Aero Club, and has been flying for more 
than a year and a half. He has held a 
pilot’s licence since last December, shortly 
after which he bought the machine in- 
volved in yesterday’s mishap. 

He flew over here a week avo in order 
to see the Southern Cross and her crew, 
and it was his intention to fly from 
Killaloe to the Curragh, to be pres nt 
when the Southern Cross took off on her 
journey to New York. : 

Mr. Sutcliffe, who was piloting the Moth 
when it was forced down, is a member of 
the Birmingham Aero Club. 


ATLANTIC FLYERS 
DISAPPOINTED. 


DECISION TO START THAT 
WAS COUNTERMANDED., 
Following yesterday’s early morning 

weather report, a decision was come to for 
the start this morning of the flight of the 
Southern Cross from the Curragh to New 
York. This decision, however, was 
countermanded as the result of the even- 
ing report, which stated that conditions 
were still unfavourable, and had not im- 
proved in the manner expected. 

A start is probable to-morrow morning 
according to latest information. 

When the decision to start was arrived 
at there were scenes of jubiliation in Bal- 
donnel Aerodrome. 

Major Kingsford - Smith remarked, 
laughingly, that he could see “ Ole New 
York ” beneath his plane; Mr. J. S. W. 
Stannage, the wireless operator, said that 
he could hear ‘‘ The Broadway Melody,’ 
while Mr. Evert Van Dyk, the Dutch 
assistant pilot, who is ordinarily very 
serious, behaved like a schoolboy. 

They were all very disappointed and 
despondent, however, when the later 
weather report arrived showing that un- 
favourable conditions still prevailed. 


THE THIRTEENTH. 

There is no foundation for the sug- 
gestion; which was freely circulated, that 
the real reason for the postponement of 
the start was due to the fact that to-day 
is a Friday and also the thirteenth of the 
month. It will be remembered that this 
day and date were lucky for the Bremen 
flyers; for it was on Friday, April 15th, 
1928 that they completed their famous 
when they tanded on Greenly 
Island, off the Canadian coast. 

The widespread public interest in the 
flight is evidenced by the fact that in one 
week since she arrived at Baldonnel the 
total number of visitors to the Aerodrome 
to see the giant monoplane was 15,3540. 

It is interesting to note that Major 
Kingsford-Smith has obtained the ukelele 
which was the constant companion of the 
late Baron von Huenefeld, of Bremen fame, 
and it is not improbable that he will 
carry it with him across the Atlantic in 
the Southern Cross.

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THE CANADIAN 
ELECTIONS.. 


HOPES OF BOTH PARTIES 
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The Times of to-day observes in a leading 
article:—The party leaders in Canada 
have now delivered what are described as 
their keynote speeches, and the election 
campaign is already in full swing. By 
agreement between the parties, Parlia- 
mentary business was expedited at the 
end of last session in order that the 
election might be held at as early a date 
as possible and completed in time to 
enable the Prime Minister to attend, in 
September, the Imperial Conference, the 
exceptional importance of which is appre- 
ciated in Canada as in all the other parts 
of the Empire. July 28th has been fixed 
as the polling day, and between then and 
now the Canadian people will have to 
make up their minds whether they wish to 
be represented by Mr. Mackenzie King or 
by Mr. Bennett at the Conference, which, 
if it is not to disappoint all expectations. 
will set the Empire on the way to attain 
a new unity through the free co-operation 
of its self-governing peoples. The ques- 
tion of Canada’s place in the Empire will 
be among the most discussed of all the 
election issues, and now that the Liberal 
Party has practically abandoned its old 
free trade principles, the natural line of 
division between the two main parties 1s 
to be found, perhaps, in their differences 
on this subject. 

Both Liberals and Conservatives would 
define the proper goal of Canadian policy 
as the creation of a great and free Cana- 
dian nation within the British Empire. 
But whereas the Liberals, in their devo- 
tion to the ideals of Canadian nationality, 
have sometimes laid themselves open to 
the charge that they were indifferent to 
the unity of the Empire, the Conserva- 
tives, by their zeal for the maintenance 
of British traditions and of the 
British connection, have been exposed to 
the counter-charge that they were not 
sufficiently zealous in their championship 
of Canadian nationalism. The present. 
election struggle, however, fought as it is, 
largely on the Budget proposals of the 
Liberal Government for increased 
preferences to British trade, seems to have 
led to a slight shifting of ground by both 
parties. 

‘THE VOTE IN QUEBEC PROVINCE. 

On the tariff issue the Conservatives 
have naturally, adds The Times, the 
enthusiastic support of Mr. Henn 
Bourassa, the French Independent 
Nationalist, and in ordinary circumstances 
they might have expected it to appeal to 
the strongly protectionist French popula- 
tion in Quebec province. In that province 
the Liberals hold 60 out of the 65 Federal! 
seats, and until. lately the Conservatives 
hoped to make a substantial breach in this 
solid block by preaching the gospel of full- 
blooded protectionism. Their hopes have, 
however, apparently been dashed by a side 
issue quite unconnected with federal 
politics. The late Liberal Government in 
Saskatchewan province was accused of 
favouring Roman Catholic schools and 
French teachers in its administration of 
education, and at a recent election was 
turned out of office on that ground. The 
Conservative Government, which succeeded 
it, has apparently gone to the other 
extreme, and its proceedings have roused 
such a storm of protest among French 
Canadians that in Quebec, the stronghold 
of French Roman Catholicism, few of the 
Conservative candidates are thought to 
have any chance of success. Neither in 
the maritime provinces nor in Ontario is 
any great turnover expected, and, so far 
as can be judged from this distance, the 
issue of the election will depend mainly 
upon the results of the rival campaigns 
in the western provinces. 

Mr. Mackenzie King’s victory in 1926 
was due to the co-operation, amounting

almost to a fusion, whiich he succeeded in 
about between the Western 
Liberals and the Progressives. The im- 
portance he attaches to the farmers’ vote 
was shown by the tour he made through 
the West just before the opening of last 
session, and it is equally significant that 
Mr. Bennett, himself a typical Western 
Canadian, decided to open his campaign 
at Winnipeg. The Progressives and the 
farmers generally are not too well pleased 
with the tariff, though their objections 
are based on grounds quite other than 
those of the Conservatives. One of their 
leaders has described it as dropping the 
cut flowers of British preference on the 
mangled corpse of free trade, and their 
fear is that the protection it gives Cana- 
dian industry against competition from 
the United States will increase for the 
farmer the cost of living and the cost of 
production. Mr. Bennett is trying to 
persuade the farmers that they, as well 
as the manufacturers, will be benefited bv 
higher duties, and tells them that, if 
returned to power, he would use tariffs to

Dealing with 
the Vocational Educatic : Bill, the report 
stated that a special meeting of the 
Council had been called to consider the 
bill, and the Minister recei.ed a deputa- 
tion from the Council, and discussed in 
detail their various suggestions. The 
Council, which recorded its sincere appre- 
ciation of the courtesy of the Minister, 
believed that as a result of its activities 
many questionable features of the bil! had 
been amended. The Council was satisfied 
that the bill, taken as a whole, would be 
a most valuable piece of legislation.

DEBATE ON VOCATIONAL 
EDUCATION BILL. 
A discussion took place on the Voca- 
tional Education Bill. 


The Very Rev. Monsignor Cotter (Tip- 
perary ) said they were very much afraid 
that if local committees were bua 
in a general committee the personal touch, 
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had made the local committees so 
sful, would be lost because me 
did not think a general committee, such 
as a county council working far away 
from the school, would have the same 
influence over a school as a Joe com- 
mittee had. It was the unanimous 
opinion of the Tipperary Technical Com- 
mittee that, if possible, some means 
should be found in the bill of continumg 
the present local supervision. ~ They 
believed that the personal touch was 
extremely important, and would very 
much like to have the personal touch 
continued. 

Mr. O'Sullivan (Tralee) said that they 
did not know whether they were, going to 
be glorified or sacrificed in the bill. They 
did not want to come in under a county 
scheme, because they knew perfectly well 
that such a scheme would be derimental 
to educational interests. He suggested 
that there should be some provision in the 
bill that would prevent the Minister from 
forcing a scheduled urban area into a 
county scheme. 

Mr. Dennehy (Tralee) agreed. 

‘ GREAT UNREST.”’ | 

Canon Johnston (Tipperary) emphasised 
what had been stated by Archdeacon 
Cotter, and said that the bill, so far as 
they had heard of it, had created great 
unrest throughout the country in regard 
to this maiter. 

Miss Breen (Killarney) said that she 
thought the bill was a step in the right 
direction. The one objection that they 
had to it was the financial position it 
created, They had not shirked their 
responsibility for financing technical 
education schemes, but they felt that this 
was an extension of the scheme, and they 
thought that the financing of an extension 
should come from the central fund. It 
had been suggested that the county 
secretaries should be the executive officers, 
but she did not think that there was one 
county secretary that “knew anything 
whatever about technical education— 
(hear, hear)—and, when it came to plain 
talk, knew anything about any education. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. M. J. Keyes, Mayor of Limerick, 
said that provision was made in the bill 
for the schools of music in Dublin and 
Cork, and similar provision, he suggésted, 
should be made for Limerick. 

Mr. Clampett said the bill continued 
the provision for the existing schools of 
music in Dublin and Cork; but, as it 
stood, it would not be possible for any 
other Vocational Education Committee to 
spend public money on the teaching of 
Usic, 

The President said they had suggested 
that the word '' music “” should be added 
to “‘commerce,’’ but they did not know 
if the Minister had come to any decision 
matter, in an official sense. 
TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 

Mr. O'Sullivan (Pembroke) advocated 
the payment of adequate salaries to 
technical teachers, and said that no full- 
time official with an adequate salary 
should be employed as a part-time teacher 
while there were men and women without 
a living wage available. 

Mr. D. O'Coreora (Cork) said that the 
teachers of Irish were not at all satisfied 
with the Lill. They. would like to see the 
bill changed so that a fourth of the rate 
should he set aside for the purpose of adult 
education, such as was given to students over 
sixteen years of age in non-technical night 
Thev wou'd also like to have it made 
obligatory on every Vocational L[dncation 
Committee to set up at least one sub-com- 
mittee to look after adult education, and at 
least one erganiser .of continuation adult 
education appointed in each county, . There 
was a danger that uot only would adult 
education be neclected, but that it would be 
thrown aside. 

Alluding to the fact that not a word of 
Irish appeared or the programme of that 
congress, he said that the number of pupils 
attending the classes in Irish conducted by 
the Cork County Technical Committee was 
equal to the number attending all the other 
classes conducted by that Committee. 

Mr D. OCeochain (Co. Cor) supported 
the previous speaker in regard to adult 
education, 

The Rev. J. Towell (Dublin) spoke in 
support of the adequate payment of teachers, 
and of the importance of not leaving this 
matter in the hands of the Minister. lie 
objected to the amendment which gave power 
to five members of the County Council to 
veto the rate, no matter how many members 
of the Commitiee might be in favour of it. 

APPEAL FOR CO-OPERATION. 

Mr. Burke, of the Ministry of Education, 
said that the n-embers of the County Council 
could only veto an increase in the rate. They 
‘ould not veto the continuance of an existing 
rate. He thought that they should cast aside 
suspicion of che County Councils and other 
authorities and approach the scheme in a 
spirit of co-operation between all concerned 
in vocational education. 

Mrs. Kettle (Rathmines) also supported the 
claims of the elected representatives of the 
ratepayers, and said that she had no doubt 
thai in the future. as in the past, the elected 
representatives would @ppoint outside repre 
sentatives on the committees. Northern Ire- 
land had set.an example to the Free State in 
the payment of teachers. The Free State 
thought more of their Civic Guards than of 
their technical teachers. That was putting 
the cart befora the horse. If they had good 
and efficient teachers they would not have 
the necessity for so many Civic Guards in the 
country. (Applause.) 

Mr. O'Neill (Tipperary) objected, as an 
acricultural ratepayer, to the finances of the 
bill. and said that vocational education 
should be provided in the same way as 
national education. The bill would increase 
the rate from 24d. in the £ to 4d. in the 
£ on the agricultural community, and placed

Professor Dillon (Galway) supported Mr. 
©’Corcera in his advocacy of adult educa- 
tion, and said that the bill was more con- 
cerned with adult education than with tech- 
nical education. 

MR. T. P. GILL’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. T. P. Gill, who was received with 
loud applause, said that at length, after a 
very anxious time during which sometimes 
hope sank low, the all-lreland character of 
the Congress was once more fully restored 
and established. (Applause.) All who were 
concerned in the bringing about of that re- 
sult, including the Government of Northern 
Ireland. the Northern Committee, the chief 
officials of the Education Department, and 
the Southern part of the Congress, had 
reason to be gratified with that result. 

In regard to the amendments to the Voca- 
tional Education Bill, he emphasised most 
earnestly the point raised by Monsignor 
Cotter with regard to the smaller urban 
area committees, and the need for saving— 
as he hoped would be done—their autonomy 
and their interest in the schemes that they 
had been actually working up to now. 


“ ASTONISHING SUCCESS.” 

It was not as if these schemes were not a 
success. The truth was that they were an 
astonishing success. There was nothing 
like it in any gother quarter of the educa- 
tional field. Bes had the extraordinary 
spectacle of every technical school in the 
country, through sheer lack of accommoda- 
tion, being obliged every session to turn 
away hundreds of young people who were 
clamouring for admission. 

The figures every year of that increase 
had been growing, and this year's figures, 
as compared with the most favourable pre- 
war year, 1912-13, were higher than ever 
they were. In Cork the merease in this 
demand for admission to the technical 
school, as compared with 1912-13, 
was { per — —cent., in Limerick 
it was 59 per cent.,in Waterford 41 per cent., 
in Drogheda (one of the schools threatened) 
it was 357 per cent., Tn Sligo 29, and in some 
places the. increase owas particularly 
phennmenal. In Dublin it was no less than 
228 per cent, higher than in the most favour- 
able years before: war. In Rathmines it

IMPORTANT MEASURE. 

Referring to the Vocational Education Bill, 
Mr. Gill said that it would, no doubt, be 
amended in certain respects. ‘here was no 
measure of such magnitude and complexity 
but was found to need amendment im the 
course of its passage through the legislature ; 
but, taking the bill as a whole, it was a noble 
piece of legislation, bearing manifestly the 
stamp of a great sdananionat and administra 
tive mind. Dr. O'Sullivan had shown that 
he understood vocational or technical educa- 
tion, and had drawn his measure on sym- 
pathétic and comprehensive. lines. 

‘In my opinion,” said Mr. Gill in conclu- 
sion, ‘‘ it is one of the most important of all 
the measures that have been passed into law 
since the Saorstat was established, and I am 
sure it will be weleomed and co-operated with 
by all classes in the country without excep- 
tion.

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AIR PILOT KILLED. 
NARROW ESCAPE OF 
DUKE’S SON. 

The Air Ministry announce that, as a 
result of a collision yesterday at Upavon, 
Wiltshire, between a Horsley machine of 
No. 100 Bomber Squadron, Bicester, Oxon, 
and a Bulldog machine of No. 3 Fighter 
Squadron, Upavon, No. 335796 Sergeant 
Frederick Ernest O’Meara, the pilot of 

the Horsley machine, was killed. 

His passenger, No. 359791 Leading Air. 
craftsman William Hagen, and Pilot 
Officer Lord Maleolm Avondale Douglas- 
Hamilton, the pilot and sole occupant of 
the Bulldog machine, were not injured. 

The collision is stated to have occurred 
about a thousand feet up. 

Lord Malcolm ivehéals Douglas Hamil. 
ton is the third son of the Duke cf 
Hamilton and Brandon. He was born 
in 1909, and became a pilot officer in the 
R.A.F. His eldest brother, the Marquis 
of Douglas and Clydesdale, is also a 
fiying officer of the Auxiliary Air Force. 
The Duke of Hamilton is the Premier 
Peer of Scotland, and Hereditary Keeper 
of Holyrood Palace. 

This is the sixteenth fatal accident at 
home and abroad in which R.A.F. 
machines have been involved this year. 
Yesterday's accident brings the total 
number of deaths from accidents in the 
R.A.F. since the beginning of the year 
to 27. The number of fatal accidents in

SPEED OF HEAVY MOTOR 
VEHICLES. 


The Heavy Motor Car (Speed) Order, 1930, 
relating to the speed of motor vehicles, has 
just been issued by the Department of Local 
Government and Public Health of the Irish 
Free State.

TEST MATCH. 


WICKET AT TRENT BRIDGE 
IN FINE FORM. 


Nottingham is ready for the test match. 
Nothing has been left undone to ensure a 
perfect setting for the first of the great 
cricket duels between England and Australia. 
The city itself is bedecked with flowers. 
The grounds in front of the beautiful new 
City Hall have huge bowls of flowers upon 
which the Australians, will look from their 
hotel opposite. All the hotels are crowded, 
and many visitors have had to go miles out 
side Nottingham to get accommodation. 

It is expected that 30,000 people will 
crowd into the Trent Bridge ground. Those 
who cannot get there will be able to follow 
the match by means of a remarkable scoring 
board, which has been erected in the market 
square. 

This device has a metal disc representing 
a playing field and a steel ball which works 
mechanically. The operators are in direct 
touch with the ground, and the progress cf 
every ball will be indicated.

GOOSEBERRY TROUBLES. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly lrish 
Tunes, the Garden Correspondent says :— 
For effective dealing with caterpillars, either 
the lavve of the sawfly or the pretty 
little magpie moth, the Katakilla solu- 
tion is unrivalled, but care must be 
taken that all come in contact with the 
remedy. Several samples of the very 
conspicuous orange tungus, Puccinia 
Prinsheimiana, popularly called Cluster 
Cups, have come to us this season, and 
ap parently it is unusually prevalent. Our 
Department of Agriculture does not 
regard it as serious, advising leaves and 
intected fruit being picked off and 
burned—no satisfactory remedial measures 
to cope with it having been discovered. 
As a rule, it gives but little trouble, 
although it looks conspicuously aggressive 
where seen, but years may elapse ere it 
is so noticeable again. So far as cater- 
pillars on the bushes are concerned, we 
believe the use of soapsuds for watering 
has much to do with freedom from the 
pest,

THE CURE FOR FE ATHER-EATING. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly Jrish 
Tunes, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
As it is simply a vicious habit and yot a 
disease, the cure lies more in a proper 
course of management and diet rather 
than medicine, though a little that stimu- 
lates the liver, like salts, is useful, and 
of necessity this involves preventive 
treatment; for prevention is better than 
cure. Employment is one of the chief 
factors to prevent it, and if the birds are 
too fat the feeding must be reduced, and 
all food of a heating or fattening nature 
discontinued. Grain should be buried in 
litter, so as to make them work in scratch- 
ing 1b out. Plenty of green food is most 
unportant, and a supply of grit. The 
water should be always clean and fresh, 
frequently changed and kept in the 
shade. A spoonful of Epsom salts to 
each quart of the drinking water should 
be given two or three times a week. 
When the habit has been started the 
feathers should be saturated with some 
bitter substance, which prevents them 
from plucking them. A solution of 
quassia or Jeyes’ fluid may be used, and 
when there are bare patches they may be 
rubbed with boracic ointment or vaseline.
